MINE EXPLOSION 
TRAPS 78 MEN IN 
BRITAIN, 14 DEAD 


Tunnel Choked With 
Debris—Officials Have 
Little Hope for Rescue 
of Miners. 


—_ 


EASINGTON, England, May 29 
(UP)—An explosion 900 feet un- 
derground ripped through a tun- 
nel of the big Easington . coal 
mine today, trapping at least 78 
men. 

Rescue squads had found 14 
bodies and Only one survivor. 
The tunnel of the nationalized 
mine, one of the largest in this 


area, was choked with debris for 
a quarter of a mile. Mine offi- 
cials feared there was little hope 
for the rest of the men. There 
was only a slim chance that they 
might have been able to escape 
to another branch of the mine. 
Explosion Rocks Area. 
The explosion, which occurred 
during an early morning shift 
change, rocked the countryside. 
Forty-three miners who were in 
another section of the mine went 
to the rescue. Cause of the blast 
was undetermined. 
The National Coal Board re- 
ported at first that 79 men had 
been trapped but figure later 
was altered to 78. 
The only known survivor was 
19-year-old Matt William, who was 
seriously injured. He was found 
by rescue squads working with 
oxygen masks in the gas-filled 
tunnel. 
William’s twin brother, George, 
had been working in another part 
of the mine and he went to help 
look for Matt. When gas and 
smoke forced George William to 
give up the rescue attempt and 
go to the surface, he arrived in 
time to see his brother removed 
alive. 
Relatives Pray for Miners. 
Mare than 1000 relatives and 
friends of the entombed men 
prayed for hours for the safety 
of the miners; They watched in 
silence when the first bodies were 
brought to the surface and Ccar- 
ried to a temporary morgue. 
Some wept when rescue workers 
staggered to the surface, choking 
from the gas. 

Official bulletins were issyed 
every three hours at the mine én- 
trance on the progress of the res- 
cue work. Miners on other shifts 
were awakened and called to help-

from other mining areas. 

The Easington colliery is on the 
North Sea coast about 10 miles 
east of Durham.

A SUCCESS. STORY 


The success story of the late 
Pinkus Subovitz, who quit his 
small dry goods store 30 years 
ago to invest in real estate and 
first mortgages, was revealed to- 
day with filing of his inventory 
at Clayton, listing assets of $254,- 
686. Of the total, Subovitz left 
$5400 to 18 charities, mostly 
Jewish. 


Subovitz, 76 years old, died 

last March after a fall on ice 
near his* home, 6649 University 
drive, University City. He came 
to this country from Russia 62 
years ago and established a store 
on Delmar boulevard near Sev- 
enth street. 
In the early 1920s he began 
investing in tenement real estate 
and first mortgages. He had no 
office, but was widely known 
among real estate dealers on 
Chestnut street. 

Subovitz’s entire estate con- 
sisted of mortgage notes and .in- 
terest, except for $2557 in cash, 
the inventory showed.

IMPISH FANNY BRICE

Fanny Brice was known to the 
younger generation as the impish 
little girl who made her weekly 
appearance on the radio as “Baby 
Snooks.” To those who knew her 
in earlier years she represented 
an era of the American stage long 
to*be remembered.:. The actress 
was a star, in the true theatrical 
meaning, for more than 35 years. 

Her interest in children ante- 
dated her portrayal of “Baby 
Snooks.” She had one of the larg- 
est collections in the country af 
children’s paintings. When a tal- 
ented child. was discovered, she 
tried to further his artistic future. 

Another hobby was _ interior 
decorating. She decorated friends’ 
homes, including those of Eddie 
Cantor, Ira Gershwin, Dinah 
Shore and Katharine Hepburn. 
Her own Beverly Hills home re- 
flected her taste for, simplicity 
when her wealth could have pro- 
vided a showplace. 

“IT have gotten everything out 
of life,” she once said, and offered 
this advice to others: “If you 
really want to get there—you can 
do it.” She had the utmost con- 
fidence in her own abilities. 

Won Amateur Contest. 

Her face was not her fortune. 
Her bright eyes and wide mouth 
perhaps helped her comedy, but 
it was her keen understanding of 
the roles she played and the real- 
ism of her portrayals that made 
her successful. “I never do any- 
thing I don’t believe,” she said. 

She was born on Forsyth street 
in New York’s lower East Side on 
Oct. 29, 1891. Her father, Charles 
Borach, owned several saloons. 
Her mother, Rose, in addition to 
tending to Fanny, her two brothers 
and a sister, helped prepare the 
free lunches for the saloons. 

The family moved to Newark 
when the future actress was a 
year old; and two years later went 
to Paris for two years. When Fan- 
ny was 12, the family took. up 
residence in Brooklyn. A year 
later, she quit school. “And I still 
can’t spell,” she remarked in mid- 
dle life. 

Shortened Name. 

Thirteen-year-old*#annie — she 
later shortened this to Fanny— 
entered an amateur night contest 
at Keeney’s Theater in Brooklyn 
and sang “When You Know 
You’re Not Forgotten By The Girl

Marines.were engaged in sharp, 
fierce fights with Red Koreans 
east, west and north of the town 
of Hwachon. Hwachon is the cen-

U.N. penetration to the west. 
South Koreans in Yongong had to 
call for air strikes before they 
could move at all against two Red 
battalions. 

On the western front, armored 
patrols Monday probed through 
Yonchon, six miles north of the 
thirty-eighth parallel and 35 miles 
north of Seoul. But when in- 
fantry moved up Tuesday they 
found Communists on the hilltops 
everywhere. The Reds opened up 
with 76mm. field guns and an 
artillery battle flared. 


Correspondent John Randolph } 


reported these “Reds apparently 
were fighting to block Americans 
from their Chorwon assembly 


area. 

Nasty hill fights developed all 
along the front. 

None, however, approached the 
scope of the four-day battle on 
the central front where two Chi- 
nese divisions wére eliminated. 

The United States Eighth Army 
said 12,974 Reds were killed or 
wound@ in the battle northwest 
of Chunchon. Another 5028 were 
captured. 

Americans and South Koreans 
surrounded and hacked the Chi- 
nese divisions to. pieces. A brief- 
ing officer said only a few scat- 
tered Red units survived. 

Bulk of Reds Escapes. 

But the co Chinese stand 
may have allowed the bulk of re- 
treating Red forces to slip back 
across the thirty-eighth parallel 
and escape pursuing U. N. forces. 

The Allied counterattack had 
pushed the Reds back 30 to 40 
miles. It virtually wiped out 
gains the Communists. made in 
two costly spring offensives. The 
Reds, by. Eighth Army estimates, 
paid nearly 150,000 casualties for 
those temporary gains. 

The U. N. comeback drive had 
carried the Allies north across the 
parallel at almost every major 
road crossing. The deepest pene- 
tration was on the east coast. 
There South Koreans were dug 
in Tuesday morning at Sokcho, 14 
miles north of the parallel, under 
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Resista nce Stiffens.

Over most of the Korean front, Red resistance (open arrows) 
slowed the Allied advance but, on the east coast, South 
drove to the port city of Kansong. Heaviest fighting was around 
the Hwachon reservoir, where a United Nations drive ran into 
stubborn resistance, and in the area northeast of Inje. In the 
western sector, advancing Allied infantrymen met heavy enemy

In his discussion of the United 
States Air Force role in the pres- 
ent world situation, Vandenberg 
harked back to President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s advice regarding 
the United States: “walk softly, 
but carry a big stick.” Then Van- 
denberg said: 

“FPoday, the United States has 
the opportunity of carrying a big 
stick, and can walk softly; but 
people will realize that that big 
stick is the offensive strength of 
the United States Air Force. 

“To date, instead of a big stick, 
it is a fairly large club; but to- 
morrow, it is liable to be a wil- 
low wand. 

“As the power of the Russian 
air force increases, and their 
stockpile of atomic weapons in- 
creases, the job of the United 
States Air Force become roughly 
doubled.” 

Vandenberg said the United 


States Air Force now is a deter-

Threat of Russia. 

Then he added: 

“Tomorrow, if the Russian air 
force has the atomic bombs and 
the ability to deliver them, we 
have 6 have an air force that 
can take the attrition that would 
be necessary to destroy that air 
force, and destroy it promptly, 
and after that, have a sufficient 
air force left to destroy the man- 
ufacturing potential of Russia, and 
to do what we call policing action 
after that, to insure that it was 
not rebuilt. 

“Therefore, while today we have 
a fairly large club, in the United 
States Air Force, that tomorrow, 
which is the date at which they 
will have sufficient atomic bombs, 
and aircraft to deliver them, we 
will not have, in my opinion, a 
sufficient air force.” 

Much Testimony Censored. 

Vandenberg went into a discus- 
sion of Russian air strength with 
the Senators but much of what 
he said was censored. One state- 
ment left in was this: “They (the 
Russians) are building a long- 
range air force.” 

The hearings are being con- 
ducted behind closed doors but a 
stenographic report of what is 
said is given to newspaper men 
after going through: censors. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
who is presiding at the joint hear- 
ings by the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices and Foreign Relations Com- 
mittees, asked Vandenberg: 

“Do I understand that, despite 
our rearmament program, the dis- 
parity between our air and Rus- 
sian air is increasing rather than 
the gap being narrowed by our 
efforts?” 

Vandenberg: “No, sir. I believe 
the gap is in process of being de- 
creased; but the difficulty in this 


nberg said his published 
statement “is factual when you 
consider the point of time to’ 
which I was talking.” 

“At that time,” he said, “the 
United Nations. forces were up 
close to the Yalu. There ,was 
very little distance between the 
Yalu and the front line where 
airpower could operate against 
them, and I was simply making a 
factual statement that when that 
condition occurs your air power 
is relatively ineffective.”

MacArthur, when: testifying be- 
fore the Senators, read from the 
Jan. 12 document in saying he 
understood the Joint Chiefs 
shared his strategy views. 

The document listed as possible 
moves air reconnaissance over 
Manchuria and Red China, a naval 
and economic blockade of the 
China coast, and use of the For- 
mosa-based Chinese Nationalist 
forces. 

Only Tentative Approval. 

Defense Secretary George C.

TO WAR THIS YEAR 


NEW YORK, May-29 (AP)—A 
world war “this summer” might 
be detonated by the current Iran- 
ian-British oil dispute, Senator 
Estes Kefauver said last night, 


The Tennessee Democrat said 
the controversy could lead to a 
“shift of Iran into the Soviet 
orbit” and a consequent reversal 
of the world’s balance of power. 

“It would be a reversal free 
nations could not tolerate,” Ke- 
fauver added. “It would mean 
war. This could happen—and this 
summer.” 

Kefauver spoke at an Atlantic 
Union Committee meeting at 
Town Hall. This group, supported 
by Kefauver, proposes a federal 
union of Athantic Pact nations. 

He said a transatlantic federal 
system, perhaps like the 48-state 
American federation, would help 
meet the Iranian crisis by achiev- 
ing British-American unity for 
social and economic reforms in 
Iran.

There has been no Panchen 
Lama in Tibet since 1924, when the incumbent’s 
predecessor was exiled to China because he was 
too pro-Chinese to suit the pro-British tastes 
of: the government of the ruling Dalai Lama. 

The continuing existence of the Dalai and the 
Panchen Lamas is essential in the Tibetan 
system. Each actually has always been a figure- 
head in a struggle’ for power between their 
supporters in competing monasteries. With Mon- 
gol assistance, the Dalai Lama was established 
as the supreme temporal authority in the sev- 
enteenth century. Since then the monks of 
Tibet have spun their prayer wheels and argued 
whether the Dalai or Panchen Lama had great- 
er spiritual authority. 

Yet despite this ancient power struggle, now 
apparently about to. be revived, Lamaism’ pre- 


seribes that when one of the two grand Lamas, 


dies, it is the duty of the supporters of the 
other to select the young boy in whom has 
been reborn the spirit of the dead priest and 
of the patron deity of the land. 

It will be no surprise if the Panchen Lama 
goes back to his seat at the monastery of 
Tashi-lhunpo as a puppet of the Communists, 
to challenge once again the temporal authority 
of the Dalai Lama. Perhaps the Reds hope the 
Panchen Lama will be the tool by which Com- 
munist control of central Asia can be assured. 
Perhaps they are hoping to see a day when the 
Bay of Bengal again might become, as it was 
in the tenth century, the Tibetan Sea. 

But an attempt to use a religious leader for 
temporal political ends is a sensitive, and risky 
business. The religious authority of the two 


‘grand lamas of Tibet has extended deep into 


Mongolia and Manchuria since the days of 
Kublai Khan. An overthrow of the Tibetan 
system can produce serious repercussions under 
the noses of Peiping, and. Moscow. 
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The Enemy Outside 


The Police Board has asked Chief O’Connell to 
provide for an anti-rackets study. This will map 
out gangster activities in the area. But since 
St. Louis itself is relatively free of organized 
crime, the police also should locate the crim- 
inal pressures which operate against the city 
from outside. 

As the Kefauver Committee proved, hoodlum- 
ism is no longer on a local basis. Gambling 
syndicates, and their attendants in vice, narcot- 
ics and other rackets, thread from New York 
to Las Vegas and Chicago to Miami. The fact 
that they have largely been kept out of St. 
Louis does not mean that the racketeers cannot 
attempt to gain entry.

Three years ago agents of the Capone mob 
and local allies entered Missouri politics. They 
collected and handed out campaign funds and 
waited for a “green light” for gambling. From 
Kansas City the mob’s political boss, the late 
Charlie Binaggio, reached out for power across 
the state. And the syndicate’s racing wires 
extended here from Illinois and only recently 
were severed. 

The gangland invasion failed, but it is a re- 
minder for St. Louis to be alert. Hence it is 
logical for our police to study in detail the 
complicated patterns of modern crime. St. Louis 
should know who the criminal enemy is and 
where he is, and prepare its unwelcome mat 
accordingly. 
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Words from the Declaration

tion of Independence said something which the 
sniping Senators need to recall today.

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A Rail Settlement at Last 


When railroad switchmen tied up the country 
with strikes in December and February, we 
opposed their action but sympathized with their 
wage demands. The trainmen’s union has now 
settled with the railroads and it is pertinent 
to note how the switchmen came out. Here 
is the chronology: 

August, 1950 — President’s emergency 
board awards yardmen 18 cents an hour 
increase; rejected. 

December, 1950—White House agreement 
grants them 25 cents an hour; rejected. 

February, 1951—Union spokesmen de- 
mand 31. cents an hour to bring pay for 
40 hours up to $73.50. 

May, 1951—Settlement with railroads 
provides increase of 33 cents an _ hour, 
bringing weekly pay to $74.50. 

So the switchmen got what they Were asking, 
but they had to wait a long time for it. Most 
of the difference between what they rejected 
in December and what the railroads are accept- 
ing now is accounted for by a cost-of-living 
adjustment effective as of April 1. The switch- 
men may feel, therefore, that they obtained 
what they considered to be their fair demands 
only by foregoing part of a cost-of-living in- 
crease which they were entitled to anyway. 

At any rate the-dispute is settled and the 
country will hope that it leads to a general 
settlement with other operating unions. It took 
26 long months to reach:agreement, and that 
is far too long for collective bargaining to be 
stalled in a vital industry. 

How can collective bargaining be vitalized 
in the railroad’ industry? One step might be 
to. provide that when the Government seizes 
the railroads the seizure shall be real and. not 


nominal. As of now, seizure works against the. 


unions, since it. effectually banishes their right 
to strike, but not against management, which 
continues to rum the lines under purely token 
supervision by ‘the Army.

In an opinion read by Justice Black and unan-

erally are reluctant—and soundly so—to pass 
on the rightness of technical decisions by spe- 
cial administrative agencies. 

The Supreme Court did find that the FCC 
‘had not acted arbitrarily, since it had studied 
the problem at length. But Justice Black con- 
ceded that the wisdom of the commission could 
be argued, as it has been. Moreover, this argu- 
ment undoubtedly will be renewed in the tele- 
vision industry. 

C.B.S. claimed during the.hearings that its 
color pictures were better than those of the 


rival R.C.A. process, and .the FCC agreed. But«+ 


R.C.A. showed that its process was “compatible” 
—that is, its color pictures would be received 
in black and white on present TV receivers, 
without altering the sets. The C.B.S. system 
would require adapters. : 

Today the public owns 12,000,000 sets, worth 
perhaps three ‘billion dollars. A compatible sys- 
tem would protect this investment. Justice Black 
went so far as to say that “there is no doubt” 
but that a compatible system “would be de- 
sirable.” ) 

Is a compatible system now also practical? 
The seven months which have elapsed since 
the original FCC decision are a long time in 
a television laboratory. R.C.A.: claims to have 
improved its compatible system and neutral 
witnesses have testified to that improvement. 
The claim deserves attention. 

What is done now will affect television for 
years to come. Haste is unwise when there is 
a possibility of finding a better color system 
to put before the people. While the FCC is 
free to impose its ruling, the public interest 
calls for a review of the color question.

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For the Kremlin, Too! 


Gen. Vandenberg’s testimony is twice valuable. 

It is valuable in the United States in that 
it tells the MacArthurites why the Chief of the 
Air Force opposed the proposal of the dismissed 
Pacific commander to bomb Communist bases 
in Manchuria. 

The réason for Gen. Vandenberg’s position is 
simple enough. The Air Force has not been 
built up to enough strength to undertake such 
an assignment and at the same time be ready 
for use elsewhere if Communist moves pro- 
duced war in some other part of the world. | 

The second value of this testimony is to the 
compilers of intelligence in the Kremlin. Obvi- 
ously Gen. Vandenberg could not give dishonest 
testimony to the Senators, calculated to mislead 
the Communist high command. He had to speak 
the truth, so Moscow knows the facts about Air 
Force power from the highest ranking officer 
of the service. 

We hope the peanut minds in Congress who 
have forced this naked revelation of our capa- 
bilities are satisfied. 

They have required the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to divulge military intelligence whose disclosure, 
under even less defensible circumstances, doubt- 
less would bring on court martial.

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Organized vs. Unorganized 

Nobody wants inflation, but many economic 
groups want the things that bring on inflation. 
Prof. Seymour E. Harris of Harvard University 
reminded the Senate Banking Committee of 
this fact and posed what is the basic challenge 
of the struggle against inflation: Can the nation 
as a whole act for the general good even 
though its component economic groups, each 
for its own interests, opposes that action? 

As Prof. Harris told the Senators, the unor- 
ganized had better get busy if they want to pre- 
vent the organized from destroying the’ infla- 
tionary dike. 

When labor demands wage increases exceed- 
ing the rise in living costs, when business 
insists on passing on every cost increase as a 
price increase, when cattle feeders go on strike 
against price controls, when auto dealers rebel 
against credit restrictions, and when ~ many 
interest groups beg Congress to abandon price- 
wage controls.altogether, the pressure for infla- 
tion seems almost irtesistible. — 

Yet every citizen’s basic long-term interest 
calls for keeping inflationary forces firmly in 
hand. To serve that interest, every citizen must 
be willing to forego an increase in his income 
resulting from the current economic situation, 
and to accept a reduction in his expenditures, 
by savings or taxes, sufficient to finance the 
defense effort. 

Can we act for the long run benefit of the 
nation as a whole, or is that objective to be 
sacrificed to the temporary interest of each 
economic group? 
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How Senator Gray Can Help 

It is truly surprising to find a legislator so 
alert generally to progress as State Senator 
James W. Gray of East St. Louis dubious about 
the city manager enabling bill in Illinois. 

This bill would not establish the city manager 
form of municipal government in any city or 
town. All it would do would be to make it 
possible for communities to vote on professional 
management of city affairs. How ¢an anyone 
object to allowing a community to pass on the 
idea? Free choice is the essence of democracy. 

As it happens 1000 American cities and towns 
have made the choice for the manager plan and 
precious few have gone back on it. 

We suggest that Senator Gray measure the 
performance of the tax dollar in his own city 
of East St. Louis over the years with the 
performance of the tax dollar in University City 
—or in Winnetka, if he prefers an Illinois com- 
munity. Such comparisons will tell him what 
the manager plan can achieve. 

To his credit, Senator Gray did not vote 
against the bill in the Senate Municipalities 
Committee. He merely voted present. If he 
can find the time, between now and the Senate 
vote, to study the history of career management 
of cities and, towns, we think he may well be 
among those who help pass ‘this bill!

It took a crisis over oil to arouse the 
world to the very present danger of the 
situation in Iran. The expropriation of 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. was a sudden 
move, carried out with the recklessness of 
a violent whim. It creates dilemmas for 
the British, ourselves and the Russians in 
which a single false turn might open the 
way to catastrophe. 


For the Iranians, seizing the British 
installations might be the prelude to the 
loss of control of their country. The 
trembling balance of 
peace may be upset, 
in short, by what 
happens in that re- 
mote, ancient-history 
kingdom. 


But the crisis did 
not begin with the 
storm over the oil 
wells. Iran was a 
danger spot long be- 
fore nationalization 
became a live ques- 
tion. It is because 
the frame in which 
i issue is posed 
$ sO warped and 
weak that it threat- Mossadegh 
ens to pull down the whole flimsy struc- 
ture of government. 


The emotional frenzy of the Premier, 
Mossadegh, who weeps, faints at the end 
of his speeches, immures himself in the 
Parliament building in terror of his life, is 
sympt6matic. If the men at the top of 
the Government are goaded by fear of 
assassination, it is clear that the country 
is not governed by Parliament or law; it 
is ruled by hysteria. 


Soft Spot Near Russia 


Hysteria is a poor motive for tearing 
up contracts and plunging headlong into a 
policy which can be justified by sovereign 
right and national interest but needs cool 
calculation, time and careful planning if it 
is to be carried out without crippling loss 
of revenue and deadly peril to the very 
existence of the state. 


Iran was a “soft spot,” the weakest of 
the borderlands of the Soviet Union, long 
before this crisis. Every foreign observer 
on the ground saw the danger, and if he 
did not every responsible Iranian warned 
him of it with desperate insistence. 


But the British, though aware that the 
oil concession had become the rag 
waved to fan class feeling and nationalist 
passion, behaved with their usual calm on 
the assumption that “the thing would 
work itself out” without action. And the 
Americans were slow to do anything ef- 


fective because so many other problems . 


had priority and they did not believe that 
Iran was in imminent peril. 

Now it has caught up with us, and the 
question is what to do to save the country 
—from the consequences of its own hys- 
teria, from the accumulated wrongs of 


misgovernment and foreign interference, 
above all from becoming the next Soviet 
satellite. 

The dilemma faced by the British is 
particularly painful. Premier Mossadegh 
has vowed that he will hide in Parliament 
until the British properties are seized, and 
while the British may not feel that they 
can oppose the seizure by force, an action 
carried out in the heat and hurry the 
Premier seems to advise is likely to be 
accompanied by violence to the 2500 Brit- 
ons employed by the company. No British 
Government could stand if it failed to 
take measures to protect the lives of its 
nationals, engaged in peaceful pursuits in 
a foreign country. It is for this reason, no 
doubt, that a brigade of paratroopers has 
been alerted. 


A Reasonable Position 


The British have urged top-level nego- 
tiations aimed to reconcile Iranian owner- 
ship of the oil resources with an Anglo- 
Iranian partnership to develop and dis- 
tribute the oil. They also offer tq help 
stabilize and improve the economy of the 
country. 

This eminently reasonable position is 
understood to have the full support of 
the American Government. Any idea that 
American operators or technicians might 
take over in Iran if the British are put 
out is flatly turned down in Washington: 
this “out’ for the Iranians cannot be con- 
sidered for a moment on either side of the 
Atlantic. 


We have discouraged any. threat of 
force; but our dilemma is how far to go 
with the British if Iran refuses any com- 
promise, as she has done up to now, and, 
worse, if the shadowy Government in 
Teheran dissolves completely and the sit- 
uation gets so far out of hand that it 
degenerates into leaderless violence. 


The Russians, watching and waiting on 
the border, have their own dilemma. By 
the 1921 treaty they are authorized to 
intervene militarily in Iran if a third 
power attempts to usurp authority or: use 
Iranian territory as a base of operations 
against Russia. 


Key Point for America 


Would this treaty apply to the use of 
British troops to protect British citizens? 
And if the Kremlin decides that it does 
apply in such a case, would it invoke it 
and thereby face the risk of world war? 


The same question hangs over the Yalu 
river and the Yugoslav-Bulgarian border. 
The difference is that the going is easier 
in Iran and the prize more valuable—oil 
wells that supply a third of Europe's needs 
and the biggest refinery in world. 
Judging by their caution in China, the 
British will strain every nerve.to achieve 
a ‘peaceful settlement in Teheran. But 
they—and we, for Iran is a key point in 
a struggle we shall lose or win together— 
are walking in a minefield.

Between Book Ends 


Japan and Democracy 


Mr. Fearey reports on and thoughtfully 
evaluates developments in.Japan during 
the “second phase” of the Allied otcupa- 
tion of Japan. This took place from the 
beginning of 1948 to the middle of 1950, 
a peridd during which the Japanese, under 
occupation guidance, carried forward with 
yarying degrees of enthusiasm and reluc- 
tance, untierstanding and confusion, the 
continuing task of fitting to the Japanese 
nation the appurtenances of a democratic 
society. 

The author, who was private secretary 
to former Ambassador Grew at the time 
of Pearl Harbor and who has been an offi- 
cer in the Department of State for the last 
eight years, directly engaged in work on 
Japanese affairs, is particularly well quali- 
fied for this assignment. 

Mr. Fearey considers that, while at least 
a generation must pass before it can be 
told with reasonable certainty whether a 
genuine preference for a democratic way 
of life will develop and lead to the emer- 
gence of Japan as a firmly democratic 
nation, it is not tao early to appraise some 
of the strengths and weaknesses of democ- 
racy in Japan. Labor, for example, has 
seized eagerly on its newly won rights 


‘and has shown determination and capacity 


to defend them. Japanese farmers in 
general appreciate the merits if the 
agrarian reform program but with their 
greater political naivete have shown less 
ability to defend their gains. 

Major principles of the educational 
reform program, he states, have been im- 
plemented in the face of extraordinary 
obstacles, primarily a lack of trained per- 
sonnel, physical facilities and adequate 
financial support. Developments through- 
out the governmental structure—the Diet, 
the judicial and legal system, local govern- 
ment, the civil service—have in general, 
Mr. Fearey believes, demonstrated the 
fundamental soundness of the new Consti- 
tution and the basic legislation supplemen- 
tary to it. ' 

The author considers that, if the pro- 
gram for the democratization of Japanese 
industry, trade and finance survives in its 
essential features, it should be. attributed 
more to the thoroughness with which the 
monopolistic combines have been de- 
stroyed than to an understanding and 
acceptance on the part of the Japanese 
people of the philosophy of the decon- 
centration program. 

He is nevertheless not without hope that 
the Japanese may yet develop a spirit 
which would make a competitive system 
work, in spite of what he considers strong 
present indications to the contrary. Mr. 
Fearey points out that while the economic 
recovery program initiated in 1948 at the 
direction of the United States Government 
has made noteworthy progress toward 
achieving fiscal, monetary, price and wage 
stability and increasing industrial produc- 
tion and foreign trade, democratization has 
had to in a less satisfactory eco- 
nomic environment than had been —

How many have read, the hun- 
dreds of thousands of words in 
that six days of testimony is some- 
thing else again. But it is all 
there for anyone sincerely inter- 
ested in finding out just what 
happened. 


What may well be the climax 
to the MacArthur drama—the key 
to everything that has happened 
since—may well be contained in 
the series of messages exchanged 
between MacArthur and the’ Pen- 
tagon during the first two weeks 
‘in January of this year. That, at 
}any rate, is the belief of those 
'most familiar with the story. 


The initial message from Mac- 
Arthur on Jan. 10 was a lengthy 
dispatch full of unrelieved gloom. 
The situation in Korea was so 
bad, the general reported, that it 
might well be necessary to evacu- 
ate the United Nations forces 
from a beachhead at Pusan and 
send as many South Korean sol- 
diers as possible to Okinawa. 


Vandenberg Takes a Look. 


This information was contrary 
to all reports reaching the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff from Gen. Mat- 
thew Ridgway, field commander 
at the Korean front. Neverthéless, 
since MacArthur was supreme 
commander, his_word was final. 
The JCS sent a cable in return, 
giving him the authority to evacu- 
ate if it became necessary. 


But simultaneouslv with the 
dispatch of this cable, Gen. J. 
Lawton Collins, chief of staff of 
the Army, and Gen. Hoyt Van- 
denberg, chief of staff for air, got 
on a plane for Korea. Vanden- 
berg did some bold reconnais- 
sance actually ahead of the front 
lines. Both officers quizzed Ridg- 
(way and most of his staff. 


They found that Ridgway had 
retrieved the situation. A line 
had been established, and it was 
holding with’ every prospect that 
it would continue to hold. From 
this moment on, it was p-énfully 
evident to the nation’s top mili- 
| tary men that the infallible Mac- 
Arthur was not infallible: that he

Air Force Not Ready for War. 


The facts and conclusions pre-

And Vandenberg would never 
testify that the Air Force is ready 
to fight World War III. It may, 
in fact, be less adequately pre- 
pared for an all-out conflict than 
either of the other two services. 

There have been foolish reports 
that Adm. Sherman, when he 
took the stand, would attack 
MacArthur directly. That would, 
of course, be entirely out of char- 
acter for Sherman, and the re- 
ports have no substance. 


_Not to Harm MacArthur. 


To go after MacArthur, to in- 
jure him, is furthest from the 
desires of any of the military men 
who have been drawn into this 
investigation with an acute reali- 
zation of the harm that it can do 
the country. 

They know all too well as mili- 
tary men that every commander 
is fallible and that the fluctuat- 
ing fortunes of war can play 
— with even the loftiest leg- 
end. 

Shortly after MacArthur testi- 
fied before the Senate committee, 
his military secretary, Maj. Gen. 
Courtney Whitney, indicated that 
his chief would probably not re- 
turn for anything like a rebuttal. 

If that was the intention, it may 
now have been altered. But from 
the point of view of MacArthur's 
dignity and stature, it would 
hardly seer fitting for him to

It is in June that the fisher- 
man’s fancy turns to thoughts of 
the walleye—or jack salmon as 
they are popularly called through- 
out the Ozarks. It ig the best of 
all the spring months to catch this 
hard-fighting, hefty fish which 
compares favorably with the large 
and smallmouth bass. They iare 
early spring sp@wners and, come 
June, they are voracious. feeders 
—eager to take live minnows or 
artificial baits that drift down to 
them in their deep, swift habitat 
in all Ozark streams. 

They, like all other fishes, have 
many names. In the Canadian 
provinces they are called dore— 
meaning ‘golden fish.’ Because of 
its numerous needle-like teeth, 
this fish is, in some sections, 
called a pike. This is a definite 
misnomer for they beldng to the 
perch ‘amily and not the pike. 
They are variously described as 
blue, gray; green, and yellow pike 
and their coloration, which is so 
varied, is merely a matter of en- 
vironment. Those taken out of 
deep, dark waters with high bluff 
shore lines are almost as black 
as catfish, while those taken from 
deep stretches of water with sand 
bottoms are truly ‘golden fish.’ 

The world’s record of this spe- 
cies is a 22%-pounder caught by 
Patrick E. Noon at Fort Erie, On- 
tario, Canada. They range from 
far into Canada to Arkansas and 
Alabama and are found in nearly 
every state in the Union, with the 
exception of the far west and ex- 
treme south. They are extremely 
prolific and some large females 
will produce as many as 300,000 
eggs. While other game fish de- 
cline in the face of heavy fish- 
ing, jack salmon are actually on 
the increase. 

Prefer Clear Water. 

Jack salmon prefer moderately 
deep, clear, swift-flowing waters 
with rock, gravel, or sandy bot- 
toms. Usually the best fishing will 
be found in those deeper holes 
where the swifter currents bring

Charles heavyweight champion- 
ship fight will be as much of a 
world shaking sports event as 
when so-and-so recently won 
the world’s chess title,”’ he read. 

Title bouts bring to the at- 
tention of the high-powered col- 
umnists the fact that there is a 
boxing game; something they 
seldom recognize at any other 
time. And they display as much 
knowledge about boxing as, say, 
a boxing writer would about 
chess. 

Maxim and Charles have 
fought three times and the cur- 
rent heavyweight champion, 


Charles, has won the decision 
three times, twice in 10 rounds, 
once in 15. The last was in Cin- 
cinnati and it was a split de- 
cision.

Since 
that time U.N. warships destroyed 
more than 50 Communist small 
craft (‘including sampans) and 
damaged 230.

Facts Apparent 8 Weeks Ago.

Brig. Gen. Sweetser Not Ob- 
taining ‘Maximum Combat 
Potentiality.’

JEFFERSON CITY, "May 29— 
An enabling aét cermitting ah in- 
crease in the St. Louis County 
tax for support of the County 
Hospital from 12 to 20 cents on 
the $100 valuation was passed _to- 
day by the Senate, 28 to’ 0. 

The measure, previously passed 
by the House, now goes to the! 
Governor. If the Governor. signs| 
the bill it will become effective 
immediately under an emergency 
clause, 

County officials told legislative 
committees that the present tax 
brings in about $635,000 a year, 
or $350,000 less than the amount’ 
necessary to operate the hospital. 
They said unless the county 
council is authorized to raise the 
tax the hospital probably would 
have to be closed by Aug. 1. 

The hospital budget for this 
year is almost $900,000. In the 
past county general revenue funds 
have been used to supplement 
hospital tax revénues to main- 
tain the institution. This is no 
longer feasible, the officials said, 
because county general revenues 
are required for other purposes. 
They pointed out that under the 
new charter system of govern- 
ment the county must operate on 
a balanced budget. 


M’CORMICK RESIGNS 
AS HARVESTER FIRM 
CHAIRMAN IN ROW 


CHICAGO, May 29 (AP)—Fow- 
ler McCormick resigned yesterday 
as board chairman of International 
Harvester Co., leaving ‘the big 
farm machinery firm without a 
McCormick among its top man- 
agement for the first time in its 
104-year : history. 

McCormick said he _ resigned 
“because I am unable to agree 
with the conclusions of the ma- 
jority of the board on certain im- 
portant organizational matters.” 


Those organizational matters ap-| 


parently concerned a move which 
took the top power away from the 
board chairman and vested it in 
the president. 

The president is John L. Mc- 
Caffrey. 

McCormick, a grandson of 
Cyrus Hall McCormick, who per- 
fected the reaper, had been board 
chairman since 1946. From 1941 
to 1946, he was president. 

McCormick said he would. stay 
on as a member of the board. No 
successor as board chairman has 
been named.

A “Blindman’s Holiday.” 

“BLINDMAN’S holiday” was 
A cctinea in 1690 by a now- 

forgotten English writer as a 
time when It is too dark to see to 
work. Between that time and 
now, the expression has had some 
variation of implication. Even 
today two people using it do not 
necessarily mean the same thing. 


As recently as 1866, in a peri- 
odical called “Aunt Judy’s Maga- 
zine,” the definition cited from 
1690 . was sustained by — these 
words: “Blindman’s holiday, when 
no work was to be done.” How- 
ever, John Ray, whose “English 
Proverbs” published in 1670 
serves so nicely in defining as 
well as listing old sayings, gives 
us this one as follows: 


“Blindman’s holiday, that is, 
twilight, almost quite dark.” 

Another facet to the blindman’s 
holiday is brought out by Jona- 
than Swift in his work popularly 
known as “Popular Conversation,” 
thus: “It is blindman’s holiday; 
we shall soon be all of a colour.” 


One significance all these inter- 
pretations have in common, which 
ties up with the metaphor’s usage 
today; namely, that a blindman’s 
holiday is a time of darkness or 
that twilight time or  semi- 
darkness when nobody sees too 
clearly.

Platter.Versus Casserole

HE casserole versus the 
T platter came into discussion 

recently when conversation 
turned to food, as it almost always 
does when a group gets together. 
Nowadays, we hear less about 
fine food perhaps and more about 
how to utilize it to best advantage. 


One of the men remarked that 
he was so tired of casserole 
“I like to see what I’m 
eating,” he said. His wife rose 
to the defense of the casserole, 
but admitted that in her particu- 
lar family, the platter was more 
popular than the casserole. In 
most cases, I believe that I would 
take the man’s side. With prac- 
tically the same ingredients, a 
dish may have a more interesting 
appearance when arranged on a 
platter. Food will go just as far 
if we put the main ingredients 
with the sauce in the center, and 
border it with those valuable 
stretchers, fluffy rice, well cooked 
noodles, broad or thin, macaroni 
or spaghetti dressed perhaps with 
parsley or pimento butter or with 
potatoes in some form. Strips of 
bright green pepper or brilliant 
red pimento, slices of lemon or 
our favorite colorful tomatoes in 
slices. or wedges can be called 
upon to garnish made-over food. 


Casseroles of attractive shape 
and color should be chosen unless 
you have a container into which 
they fit. The lastest models are 
made of woven reeds and you 
may have one made of metal or 
a decorated ry bowl .into 
which the casserole will fit.

HE best-selling author of the 
¥ early Canasta days, Oswald 
~ Jacoby, has a new book out, 
a revised edition of his “Com- 
plete Canasta,” brought up to date 
with the new laws and latest 
developments in skillful play and 
offered at a reduced price ($1.75, 
published by Doubleday & Co.).

Your partner has had his first 
turn, and has discarded a king. 
Now you have drawn and must

Though Canasta players know 
that pairs are the most valuable 
feature of a hand, Jacoby points 
out the wisdom of discarding a 
king in this case, though it 
breaks up your only pair. 

“Since your partner has begun 
by throwing a king,” he remarks, 
“it’s a cinch that he won’t wind 
up melding kings later on. Your 
kings are your only pair, but 
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other pairs will develop later. In 
the meantime, get rid of thespair 
that can never help your partner 
and make room in your hand for 
cards that will.” 
x ®-® 
It is because you have a bad 
hand that this strategy is ad- 
‘vised. You cannot make the 
initial meld yourself, and perhaps - 
your hand never will make it, if 
you happen to need 90 or 120. So 
you must concentrate on helping 
partner by adding to his melds, 
and in this case the first thought 
-is to hold cards that he may 
meld, and throw cards that he 


won't: 


QUESTION: The pack was froz- 
en when:a player drew the last 
ecard of the stock.

circular horizon. To us it seemed 
as if the island were mobile and 
had suddenly entered the circle 
of blue and empty sea in the cen- 
ter of which we had our perma- 
nent abode; as if the island were 
drifting slowly across our own 
— heading for the eastern 
horizo 

We ‘wire all filled with a warm, 
quiet satisfaction at having ac- 
tually reached Polynesia, mingled 
with a faint momentary dis- 
appointment at having to submit 
helplessly to seeing the island lie 
there like:a mirage while we con- 
tinued our eternal drift across the 
sea westward. 

Just after sunrise a thick black 
column of smoke rose above the 
treetops to the left of the middle 
of the island. We followed it 
with our eyes and thought to our- 
selves that the natives were ris- 
ing and getting their breakfast. 
We had no idea then that native 
lookout posts had seen us and 
were sending up smoke signals to 
invite us to land. 

About seven o’clock we scented 
a faint breath of burned borao 
wood which tickled our salted 
nostrils.

Half 
an hour later we caught the smell 
of newly cut wood and of forest.

Then that too was gone, and a 
high cumulo-nimbus cloud, rising 
motionless skyward, was all at 
showed where Puka Puka lay. 

The birds disappeared. They 
kept by preference to windward 
of the islands so that they had 
the wind with them when they 
returned home in the evening 
with full bellies. The dolphins 
also had become . noticeably 
scarcer, and there were again only 
a few pilot fish under the raft.

the most favorably for us as the 
wind was blowing, so we set our 
course for that, lashed the oar 
fast, and enjoyed the wonderful 
peace and freedom of the Pacific. 
So lovely was life on this fine 
day on the bamboo deck of the 
Kon-Tiki that we drank in all the 
impressions in the certainty that 
the journey would soon be over 
now, whatever might await us. 


For three days and nights we 
steered on the cloud over Anga- 
tau; the weather was brilliant, the 
oar alone held us on our 
course, and the current played us 
no tricks, On the fourth morning 
Torstein relieved Herman after 
the 4-6 watch and was told that 
Herman thought he had seen the 
outlines of a low island in the 
moonlight. When the sun rose 
just afterward, Torstein stuck his 
head in at the cabin door and 
shouted: 

“Land ahead!” 


We all plunged out on deck, 
and what we saw made us hoist 
all our flags. First the Norwegian 
aft, then the French at the mast- 
head ‘because we were heading 
for a French colony. Soon the 


raft’s entire collection of flags 
was fluttering in the fresh trade 
wind—the American, British, Pe- 
ruvian, and Swedish flags besides 
the flag of the Explorers Club— 
so there was no doubt on board 
that now the Kon-Tiki was 
dressed.

HE island was ideally placed 
this time, right in our own 

/ course and a little farther away 
from us than Puka Puka had been 
when it cropped up at sunrise four 


“days before. As the sun rose 


straight up over the sky astern of 
us, we could see a clear green 
glimmer high up toward the misty 
sky over the island. It was the re- 
flection of the still, green lagoon 
on the inside of the surrounding 
reef. Some of the low dtolls 
throw up mirages of this kind for 
many thousand feet into the air, 
so that they show their position 
to primitive seafarers mahy days 
before the island itself is visible 
above the horizon. 


About 10 o’clock we took charge 
of the steering oar ourselves; we 
must decide toward which part of 
the island we should steer. We

could already distinguish individ- 
ual treetops and could see rows 
of tree trunks shining in the sun, 
which stood out against the back- 
ground of dense shadowy foliage. 

We knew that somewhere be- 
tween us and the island there 
was a dangerous submerged shoal, 
lying in ambush for anything that 
approached the innocent island. 
This reef lay right under the 
deep, free roll of the swell from 
the east, and, as the huge masses 
of water lost their balance above 
the shoal, they wavered skyward 
and plunged down, thundering 
and foaming, over the sharp coral 
reef. Many vessels have been 
caught in thé terrible suction 
against the submerged reefs in 
the Tuamotu group and have been 
smashed to pieces against the 
coral. 

From the sea we -saw nothin 
of this insidious trap. We sail 
in, following the direction of the 
waves, and saw only the curved 
shining back of sea after sea dis- 
appearing toward the island. Both

T isn't often that a declarer has

North’s raise to four diamonds, 
on his barren distribution, was 
scarcely to be commended—he 
should have stuck to his no-trump 
responding—but, as it happened, 
his diamond support should have 
turned out excellently. . 

Of course with a heart lead 
South would have been helpless 
at six diamonds, but it was South’s 
good fortune that West had a more 
natural club lead. 


South, after winning with the 
blank ace of clubs, cashed the 
ace and king of trumps, obviously 
hoping to drop the jack. Had he 
done so, dummy’s third trump 
would have become an entry, a 
South would have taken all the 
tricks. When, however, East 
showed out on the second trump 
lead, it became impossible to 
reach dummy, and South ended 
yp conceding one spade and two 
hearts, for a two-trick set. 


Favored as he was by the club 
lead, South should have taken a 
shrewder and more realistic. view 
about the way to reach dummy 
for discards on the three top 
clubs! It was all right to cash the 
ace of trumps, but then South 
should have led a low trump to 
dummy! (The four to the seven, 
or the eight to the nine.) If 
the jack came,up on this trick, 
well and good; South could con- 
trol any return lead and enter 
dummy with another trump, to 
discard his three losers on the 
clubs. If West, for any reason, 
refused to put up the trump jack 
on the second lead, South would 
be in dummy, and he could dis- 
card his three losers immediately,

yardsticks for measuring de- 
velopments in the business life 
of St. Louis. Our favorite at the 
moment is the length of the bar 
at the Jefferson Hotel. We dis- 
covered with melancholy interest 
the other day that mahogany and 
brass rail have contracted in 
roughly direct proportion with the 
cutback to the city’s wholesale 
drygoods business. 

In the good old days— when 
Washington avenue was one of 
the great market places of the 
world—goods assembled here by 
river and rail flowed out from 
St. Louis to supply merchants of 
city, town and crossroads stores. 
In those golden days of wholesal- 
ing, buyers thronged to St. Louis 
twice a year for market season. 

Washington avenue was full of 
a vibrant kind of life that it’s 
hard to imagine when you walk 
down the street today. And—in 
those days before cocktail lounges 
— the bar of the Jefferson 
stretched all the way from the 
main hotel entrance to St. Charles 
street.

Many things have happened to 
take the glory out of the old days 
of wholesaling—days when St. 
Louis stood close to the peak of 
one of the very biggest businesses 
in the country. First came the 
mail order houses that bought di- 
rect from manufacturers and sold 
direct to customers, by-passing 
the older distribution channels. 
Then came the chain stores, also 
buying their goods direct and go- 
ing around the wholesaler. Fi- 
nally, came direct selling to major 
retailers and groups of retailers. 
This again cut the wholesaler out 
of the picture. 

For a long time wholesalers 
suffered, and it seemed certain 
that the giant distributors of the 
old days would all soon be as 
dead as dinosaurs. And this is 
precisely the case with most of 
them today.

HY DO THEY still buy from 
this old St. Louis house when 
most of its former competi- 
tors in the field are just mem- 
ories for oldtimers of the trade?

1930; the wholesale division of 
Carson, Pirie of Chicago in 1943 
and Arbuthnot-Stephenson of 
Pittsburgh in the same year. To- 
day Ely & Walker’s distributing 
branches dot the country at Se- 
attle, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Pittsburgh, Chicago, Dallas, Hunt- 
ington and Lafayette, Ga 

Another part of the process has 
been to meet the challenge of 
direct selling by manufacturers 
by going into manufacturing for 
the company’s own account. When 
supplies of cloth became tight 
during World War II, the com- 
pany made another long move 
up the supply line to protect its 
position and now owns textile 
mills in Tarbero and High Shoals, 
N.C.; Greenville and Calhoun 
Falls, S.C., and Sherman and 
Post, Tex 

Ely & Walker men make no 
bones about asserting that these 
modern mills are the lowest-cost 
and most efficient operations in 
the textile world today. They 
boast, too, of the air conditioning 
in the plants and the model vil- 
lages the company has developed 
in each community providing 
modern, low-rental homes for em- 
ployes. 

The result of these energetic 
policies is a company with a net 
worth of $60 million. Its mills 
alone, carried on the books at $10 
million, have a replacement val- 
ue of about $50 million at to- 
day’s costs. This is a long jump 
from the little company that be- 
gan in St. Louis in 1878 with a 
capital of only a quarter of a 
million. It’s a jump that over the 
years has meant millions of dol- 
lars in dividends and taxes paid.
